Results of an inquiry Into Its Cotton 


Industry. 


COMPARISON WITH THE BAY STATE 


Disparity Par Spindle More 


Apparent Than Real. 


Bos'.on, April 1R.—An inquiry into the 


comparative conditions of tlie cotton in- 
dustry in the north and south has bean 
made by tlie state bureau of the statis- 
tics uf labor. 
The report states that 


there ary certain advantages which Che 
nul.s in Massachusetts and the south 
respectively enjoy as against each other 
is plain. 
The principal advantage in 


the soiuh lies in long hours and low 
u.i;;es. 
The disparity in nominal wages 


is crearly shown by the figures presented, 
and probably amounts, to put it in a. 
general statement, to a.t least 'M percent 
in favor i,f tlie south; hut nominal wages. 
Irani the 
manufacturers' standpoint, 


do not show labor cost, and, so far as the 
industry as a whole is concerned, the 
labor cost wen computed per spindle 
does not show nearly so wide a variation, 
if the total cost of labor and stuck be 
computed as a percentage upon the out- 
put, 
the differences between the slates 


are still less. 


The proximity of ihe soulhi-rri mills 


to th-e cotton fields is largely ousel by 
higher freight rales and othi'V factors, 
si i ihat no great ditYprence is to br seei, 
in tho price of cotton ut the mill, while 
the southern mills are a great distance 
from the centers of distribution of the 
product, and they are also further away 
from the sources whence machinery and 
supplies must be obtained. 
That profits 


are never again to be had in the industry 
in Massachusetts, and that wages fire to 
be reduced permanently is improbable. 
That Massachusetts will ever lower the 
conditions that have been fixed, not 
merely by law. but by public sentiment, 
for the employment of women and chil- 
dren, and for the sanitation of factories.

Washington. April 1C.—Decid d'y the 


most warlike step by the war depait- 
inent In preparing for the possibility of 
an encounter with Spain was .naugur- 
ated yesterday, when orders were issued 
for the concentration at four points in 
the south of six regiments of cavalry, 22 
regiments of infantry and the light bat- 
teries of five regiments of artillery. At 
Chickamauga, there will be six regi- 
men s of cavalry and thu light batteries 
of five regm.eiits of artillery; at Ni w 
Orleans, tight n gimentis of infantry; 
at Tampa, seven regiments of Infantry. 
and at -Mobile. s=even regiments of In- 
fantry. Since the civil war such a pro- 
portion of the army has not been mobil- 
ized, and tin- movement itself is the best 
evidence of the gravity <>f the situation 
as looked upon by the president and his 
advisers. The determination to ren- 
dezvous the troops in the si.uth. \vh re 
they can be acclimated to the conditions 
of a more tropical climate, lias Keen ui.- 
d»r consideration by the president and 
his cabinet for some time.

The negotiations are being conducted 


(through Charles R. Flint of New York, 
who has large commercial and financial 
interests in both countries. 
While Mr. 


Flint would not state how far the ne- 
gotiations had progressed, he said that 
the boundary dispute between Chili and 
Argentina had been left to the arbitra- 
tion of Queen Victoria. The prospects 
of a peaceful adjustment of this old 
quarrel are good, and the ablest and mosl 
conservative men in both Chili and Ar- 
gentina are in favor of reducing the 
naval establishments and economizing 
in expenditures. Neither country is in- 
clined to weaken Itself, and the propo- 
sition is pending that Chili shall sell the 
O'Higgins and one torpedo boat and 
Argentina either the cruiser Garibaldi 
or St. Martin, and two torpedo boats. 
This would leave the two navies in about 
the some respective condition. Another 
and possibly more powerful factor be- 
hind the scheme to decrease the navies 
in South American countries Is that in 
the navies lies the chief danger of revo- 
lution. Should Chill and Argentina de- 
cide to sell these vessels it Is believed to 
be practically assured that they will 
be added to the naval list of the United 
States. 


It is the intention of the department to 


shape all matters for any emergency, but 
the naval militia will not actually go Into 
service until It is certain that hostilities 
are to ensue. The patrol ships will be 
assigned to the Atlantic coast line and 
form a part of the general plan of coast 
defense. The scheme as understood Is 
to assign one of the petrol ve»sels to 
each of the live divisions that have been 
mapped out for the mosquito fleet under 
command of Commander Elmer. These 
vessels will be the flagships of their di- 
visions and will be under command of a 
naval officer. These assignments al- 
ready have been made. The only other 
ofllcer of the regular navy aboard will bs 
one engineer, the rest of the ofllcers and 
the crew to be made up of the naval re- 
serves, with the possible addition of vol- 
unteers.

Until a Late Hour. 


Washington, April 16.—The scene in 


the senate yesterday as the war of words 
was being waged was a memorable one. 
If will pass into history as one of the 
great days of that body. Thronged gal- 
leries looked down upon the half circular 
chamber below where were assembled 
scores of men who had written pages of 
American history. Every member of the 
i.enate was there with the exception of 
Mr. Walthall of Mississippi, who was ill 
and confined to his bed.
